S.O. 2980(E).— WHEREAS, by the notification of the Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry 
of Surface Transport (Roads Wing), number S.O. 78 (E), dated 4 th February, 1999. issued under 
section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India . Act, 1988, (68 of 1988), the Central 
Government entrusted the stretch from Km 0.00 to km 381.600 (Ahmedabad to Gujarat/Maharashtra 
border Section) of National Highway No. 8 in the State of Gujarat to the National Highways Authority 
of India (hereinafter referred to as the Authority) ; . . . s 

And Whereas, in the exercise of the powers conferred by Section 7 of the National Highways 
Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), the Central Government by notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Road Transport and Highways number S.O. 735(E) dated 4 th April, 2012 with principal 
notification bearing S.O. No. 1009 (E) dated 10 th November, .2000, authorized M/s Narmada 
Infrastructure Construction Enterprise Ltd., Chennai, for levying arid collecting fee on mechanical 
vehicles for the use of existing and new bridges across river Narmada at Zadeshwar in concession area 
from km 192,000 to km 198.000 of National Highway No. 8 at the rates specified in its Schedule from 
10.11.2000 to 20.12.2012. 

And whereas, pursuant to the provision of section-14 of the National Highways Authority Of 
India Act (68 of 1988) the Authority has entered into an Agreement (hereinafter referred to as. said 
.agreement) with M/s Narmada Bridge Toll way Limited, Mumbai for the project of Si* laning of km 
192.000 to km 198.000 between Vadodara ^ Surai Section of NH-8 including construction of new four 
• lane extra dozed bridge across River Narmada in the State of Gujarat on DBFOT(TOLL) basis under 
NHDP-Y. ;■ ’• ■ 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the National Highways 
Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with National Highways Fee (Determination of Rates and Collection) 
Rules, 2008 published vide G S R. 838(E) dated 5 ,h December, 2008 arid amended from time to time 
(hereinafter referred to as the “Rules”), the Central Government, having, regard to. the expenditure 
involved in maintenance, management and operation of Narmada Bridges and its approaches , hereby 
notifies that there shall be levied and collected fees on mechanical vehicles for the use of the said, 
section at the rates specified in the Schedule below on the Type of Vehicles specified in the Schedule, 
and authorizes the Authority to collect, either through its officials or through a contractor, the said fee,

3. The above mentioned rate/s shall be displayed on board/s in the vicinity of the bridge approach 
road. . 

4. The fee shall be collected at one place within the stretch from Km. 192.00 to Km. 198-00 ofNH8. 

5. The Notification shall come into force from 21.12.2012.
